Firſt, Becauſe Jobys Baptifing of Chriſt is ſaid to bea ful- 
fillingof righteouſneſſe,- Mar. 3 15. and conſequently a part 
of the Law which Chriſt came to fulfill, but not Goſpel righ- 
teouſnefſe, which Chriſt himſelf is declared tobe; for he is 
ſaidro be the manifeſtation of Gods love, 1 Toh. 4.9. and the 
manifeſtation of Gods righteoufnefle, Rom. 3. 21, but notany 


where ſaid to be the fulfilling of either, becauſe this is mani- * 


feſted without the Law, being witneſſed by the Law and the 
Prophets, Kow. 3 *1. 'fo that the Law and the works are here 
excluded, Row, 4.5- and that Jobns Baptiſm is rather Law 
—tlten Golpe), is made plain by the Apoſtle, the Goſpel being 
a beholding of the Glory of the Lord as ina glafſe with open 
face, 2.

Luke 5-14. in ſend- 
ing him to the Prieſt, to otter that which Moſes commanded 
for ateſtimony unto them, for as yet the ſubſtantial offering, 
(viz)-Chriſt himſelf was not offercd, -but the Jewiſh offerings 
were ſtill in force, nnto which =_ le of the Jewes, Chrifls 
miniſtrationin the fleſh was wholly defigned, Mat. 15. 24. Roms 
15.5 and certainly John Baptiſts meſſage could not be more 
unvalid Goſpel then Chrifts, except we ſhall make the ſer- 
xant, whowas to uſher him in, greater then his Maſter who 
was lo uſhered in by him ; ſo that if Chriſt were defigned a 
Miniſter of the circumci.;on , all the time of his fleſhly Mini- 
ſtration to that peopl:, Toby could not be a Miniſter of the Go-

Objeti, But why then did the Apoſtles meddle with water 
Baptiim after Chriſts Aſcention ? 

Arjw, Becauſe the Apoſtles had a work to do among the 
Tewes, tis 13.46» as I ſhall more fully declare hereafter; 
whereupon water Baptiſm and the Supper, mult be carried on 
in the firſt inſtituted order , as being a way very proper and 
prevalent with that people , becauſe rhe Jews believed not on 
Chrift as yet, therefore things mult be carried on upon that 
firſt account, by conlidering Chriſt as yet to come, although 
his death and ſufferings were already paſt; a plain inſtance 
wehavein Acis 21, 45. Where we may ſee that Paul upon the 
perſwalion of all theelders (or Apoitles verſe :8 purifying 
nanſclf with four other men , encredinto the Temple, to 
lignifie the accompliſhment of the dayes of purification, un- 
till chat an offering ſhould be offered for everyone of them; 
this offering is Chriits one offering, which Pax mentions here 
as yet to come, which notwithſtanding was already paſt , al- 
though not ſo believed by the Jewes (neither do they believe 
fo at this day 1 which'made F»/ to jom with them, ro draw 
them higher, even toChriſt himſelf che ching lignified, by all 
thoſe offerings, and all other ſhadows 3* And further obſerve, 
thar this purifying was later a&cd in thole priminive times 
then water Baptiſm , as by noprocf can be yet made appear 
ocherwile tothe contrary; mind alſo that '6bus Baptiſm and 
Chriſts were diſtin&,: and not both one ,' (as fome will have 

| | them) 
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them 3 for the Baptiſm of Chriſt was needful for thoſe very 
erſons , who had before been Baptized with 7ohx; Baptiſm : 
ble if Johns had been the ſame with Chriſts , that onely had 
been ſufficient, and ohn needed not to haveſaid, that Chriſt 
ſhould come and Baptize them with another and higher Bap- 
tiſm, Mat. 3.11. And this Baptiſm Jobx confeſſes, that he 

himſelf ſtood in need of alſo, Mat 3. 14. 

Furthermore, Chriſts Baptiſm did not accompany, but was 
to follow Fobns Baptiſm, as his own words declare, ſpeaking in 
the preſent tence, I Baptize you with water : Burt he ſpeaks of 
Chriſts Baptiſm in the future tence, he ſhall Baprize you with 
the holy Spirit, declaring ir as yet to come : for the holy 
Spirit, for Chriſts Baptiſm was not yet given , becaule Jeſus 
was not yet glorified; Iohn7- 39, And which is a thing worth 
noting, afcer the Spirits Baptiſm came in, 9-5 Baptiſm 
ſtill retained its name, AG; 18.25. Atis 19. 3. and never was 
called Chiriſts Baptiſm, but Johns. 

Yet notwithſtanding 7obxs Baptiſm although in it (elf it was 
more legal thanEvangelical, yet it excelled all the former lega} 
Baptiſms, becauſe it plainly pointed out Chriſts near at hand: 
for as John was greater then all the Prophets, becauſe he poin- 
red out Chriſt the great and true Prophet of his people, ſo 
alſo was his Baptiſm greater then all the former Baptilms, be- 
Canſle it ren rom Chriſts Spirit Baptiſm (which 1s properly 
he Goſpel Baptiſm , and conſequently the greatelt | near at 
Hand, ſaying, I Baptize with water,but he that comes after me 
hall Baptize you with the holy Spiritz ſo 7h»; Baptiſm was 

a&high account in itstime , inſomuch that Chriſt for a time 
**emuled his Diſciples to take it up as complying with Fob in his

vertne of union, &the fulneſs of cheGodhead dwelling bodi= 
ly in him being the word made fleſh,zand ſo he was the manife- 
ſtation of the love of God, 1 Fobn 4. 9. Which properly and 
truly is the Goſpel; For what is the Goſpel but the love of 
God manifeſted? Which brings along withita Righteouſ- 
neſs beyond the Law, and without the Law or works, Kom.z, 
21. Rom.z. 6. Yea, itis ſuch a Righreouſneſs that makes us 
ablc alſo to fulfil the Law in ſpirit , Kow.8. 44 but not for our 
aqs———a pv ſo that it plainly appears , that which was to 

e fulfilled by Chriſt for us is legal, not Evangelical Righ- 
teouſneſs; ſo thatas I have ſaid before, although he ſubmit- 
ted himſelf to ſuch ſhadows, for the time being, to fulfil the 
Law for us, yet it was with nointent to propagate or mix 
them with the ſpirits adminiſtration in the time of the Goſ- 
pel,but gave gifts himſelf from Heaven for that work, Eph. 4. 
But the main queſtion to be reſolved, and tobe ſpoken 


More fully to, is; Whether water-baptiſm were for a time 


onely , or to continueunder the Goſpel adminiſtration as a 
part thereof? It is very clearto me that it was of ſhort con- 
tinuance, even as Fobx the fore-runner of Chriſt was, Fho 
was its inſtitutor,for this being a ſhadow nearer the ſubſtance 
then. former ſhadows were , was of ſhorter continuance 3 
as the morning ſtar , though brighter then the reſt, ſhines a 
ſhorter time then they, for the other ſhined before it, but che 
bright appearance of the Sun ſwallowes up all their lights ; 
So fobn Baptit to ulber in Chriſt, ſhined brightly, 7ohn 5. 35. 
But when Chriſt was once manifeſt ro Tſrael,and the time of his:

dow was to vaniſh , the ſubſtance being come , fire-baptiſm 

ut an end towater-baptiſm , and « quan. to outward 
and flefhly-baptiſm, for it could reach no further, as appears 
Heb 9.13. with 1 Pet.3.21.. For it is Chriſt his Reſurre&ion/ 
that reachesthe Conſcience : for asall the Prophets prophe- 
tied until Fobn , ſo Fobn prophelied until Chriſt :, but as all 


the Prophets gaye up to Fobn,he being more eminenv, ſo nr

mult give up to Chriſt, he 2 moſt eminent; this truth is 
plainly ſet forth in Chriſts transfiguration , Mat. 17, 1. Mark, 
9.2. Luke 9. 28. where Jeſus taketh Peter, Fames and John, a 
ſufficient number of witneſſes : I verily believe he had taken 
more, but that the truth taught by that viſion, was not preſent- 
ly to be of forcerill after his RelurreC&ion, Mat. 17. 9. Mark 9.9. 
which accordingly his Diſciples performed, Luke 9. 36. Now 
in that transfiguration I find that Chriſts face did ſhine as che 
Sun, and his raiment was white as the light,and there appea- 
red unto him Moſes and Elias talking with him, in that chey 
talked together it 15 a ſign of conſent 3 Luke onely relates what 
their talk was about, Luke 9.31, But before I proceed, we 
are toconkder which Elias this was by Elias then I underſtand 
Fobn Baptiſt, not the former Elias;for certainly the letſer is com- 
prehended of the greater, not the greater of the leſſer : bur 
never any Prophet that aroſe before Joby was greater then 
he, Mat, L1, 11. verſ. 9. Chriſt faith, he was allo more then 
a Prophet; therefore this Elias being Fobn Bzprift, as is clear to 
me,then even as Moſes reprelents the legal adminiſtration, wet 
was more early , even fo Elias or Fobn Baptifi repreſents that 
middle diſpenſation that camelater, even between Law and 
Goſpel : G that I cannot underſtand that by Moſes and Elzas 
the perſons of either were ſo much intended by Chriſt as 
SZ cheir adminiſtrations, which being ſhadowiſh, were to be ſwal- 
XZ lowed up and eclipſed by a greater light andglory from Chriſt 
*X. fucceeding 3 Bur obſerve yet further, when Chriſts glory be-

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fter, from whom they had their authority , ſhaddows mnft 
give way to the ſubſtance 3 Moſes and Elix mutt be gone when 
Chriſt comes, and he muſt ſtand alone, and be heard alone, 
Mat. 17. 5. $. according. to Moſes own dof&rine, As. 3. 22 for 
fo the Apoſtle bringsin Moſes witneſling thiztruth z A Prophet 
{hall the Lord your God raiſe up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me, him ſhall ye hear 1n all things , whatſoever he 
ſhall ſay unto you, Ads 3. 22, 

And inaſmuch. as this viſion muſt not be known, till after 
Chriſts reſurre&ion, as I have proved before, Iconclude that 
then it hadits force, and took its beginning, and not before; 
ſo that Elias, (viz) John Baptiſts otkce in baptizing with water, 
mutt give place toChriſts his ſpirit Baptiſm; moreover we have 
che propheſie of chat true prophet, JohnBaptiſt, of the frail- 
ty of his own adminiſtration, for he was a Prophet as well as 
an adminiftrator,even as Moſes was before him; helI ſay pro- 
phelied of Chriſt, 1b. 3: 3o. that he mult increaſe, and him- 
{elf decreaſe, which cannot be underſtood of obxs decreaſe, 
as he was a Saint; for the Saints, even all of them, increaſe 
more and more, until they allo attain.unto Chriſts fulneſle, 
and perfeftion,in manifeſtation as well as already in Spirit and 
principle,but rather, and as the truth is of his adminiſtrati- 
on and Baptiſm, which being legal and ſhaddowiſh, was to 
wear out; and ſo weare inftrutted by the Apoſtle Paul, 1 Cor. 
5. 16. that although we have known Chriſt after the fleſh, yer 
now henceforth know we him-no more 3 but theſe words ut- 
tered by Jobn concerning his decreaſe, were-occaftioned by 

obus Diſciples in relating to Fohn of Chriſts Baptizing, 
vr 3. 26. {aying, he that was. with thee beyond Jordan, ta 
whom thou beareſt witneſs, the ſame Baptizeth, and all. 
men come to him, but it is politively afirmed by obx in the 
next chapter, Fobn 4« 2. that _ himſelf Baptized not, but 
his Diſciples;and that which the Diſciples did, was not by ver- 
tue of any commiſſion from Chriſt, authorizing them to doir 
apart from 'Chrift, bur in his preſenceas hisNiſciples, Schol- 
lars and Servants, affiſting him (ss Jobus Diſciples aſſiſted Toba) 
and ſo were ſubſeryient in carrying on- and promoting Iohxs 
Baptiſm, whowasthe proper Miniſter of water Baptiſm,as al- 


{o it being then, the fitteſt time and ſeaſon of it, and very 
ſutable 
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ſutable touſher in Chriſt to _ ewes, and ſoto make ready a 
cople prepared for the Lord, Luke 3-17. belides this, thee 
Cialis was *before Tobn; impriſonment, [ha 3.2.. and 10 
conſequently before Chriſt himſelf entred upon his ofhce 3 
therefore his Diſciples had as yet received no oitice from him, 
as can be proved by Scripture ; that Chriſt entered not upon 
his office, till bus impriſonment,appears plainly , Mat. 4412. 
17. Mark 1 14. Ads»0.37. and this is worthy of the conlide- 
ration of all true believers, that as Chriſt hinelf never bap- 
tized any with waterzit being too low for him chat was to bap- 
tizewith the ſpirit, even lo he cannot be found in the lealtto 
promote or councel either 1bxs Diſciplesor his own to bap- 
tiſe witna water after Johbxs impriſonment, which was three 
years and more before the death of Chrit, by which I ain 
taught, thatthe baptizing of Jobus Diſciple: and Chrilits Ditci-

caſe to me, that which Chriſts Diſciples,or j- 4: Diſciples did 
before, was by virtue of jobxs comnutlion properly, by alilting 
him,not their own; for ]-b» being imprifcney, his Baptiſm and 


> zofhce could not be carricd on as before without further war- 


rant,as the event makes manifeſt, andafter Chriſt encered up- 
an his cthce, and ſent his Diſciples forth to preach, ke forbid 
them to go to the Gentiles and Samaritans, Mar. 2.5.6 bur 
rather to the lolt theep of the houſe of Iſ-a-/, teſtifying in 
Mar. 15. 24. that he was ſent butto the lolt ſheep of the houſe of 
Iſrael; upon which words Didate thus comments in verſe 2.0f 
Mat. 15. my Fathers will is, thac whileſt [amin chis World, 1 
ſhould dire& my Miniſtry,and diſtribute his grace ts the 1ſra- - 
ltihNation, onely confirming his interprecation with the A- 
poltle Pauls word in Ko. 15. 8, faying that Jeſus Chriſt was a 
Miniſter of the circumciſion, for the truth of Gad toconfirn 
B 3 the 
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the promiſes made unto che F2thers z therefore Chriſts own 
commiſſion being limited tothe houle of 1ſ-a{ he accordingly 
limits his Diſciples in their commiſſion from him; and cer- 
tainly if Chriſt had purpoſed to carry on water Baptiſm, now 
had been the fitteſt time to make mention of it, becaule the 
Diſciples commiſſion was to that people onely,”viz) the Jews, 
for whoſe ſakes the Baptiſm of water was firſtinſticuted, job 1, 
31, as being an ordinance ſutable to chat people, whoſe ordi- 
nances for worſhip ſtood onely in meats and drinks, and di- 


vers Baptiſms and carnal ordinances impoſed on them until - 


the time of reformation, Heb. 9, 1c. fothat Johns Baptiſm ap- 
pertains not to Chriſts Kingdom, which is a Kingdom not of 
the letter, but of ſpirit, nor of ſhadows, bur of truth ; there- 
fore we muſt not ſrretch it beyond its bounds, Þut leave it 
where Chriſt left it, even without the bounds and reach of 
Chriſts ſpiritual Kmgdom, for there 1s no fit place for it; and 
_ verily 1 believe, thattobring ſhadowes and ceremonies into 
"the Kingdom of grace and of truth, is to drawa curtain and 
vail over the glory of Chriſts bright ſhinings forth in the Go- 
ſpel, and o again to eclipſe it, dealing like thoſe in Gal. g. 3. 
having began in theſpirit, go back again to be made per- 
fe& by fleſhly Baptiſm ; and likethole,. 4s 15. 1. that except 
we are Baptized after the manner of Fohr, we cannot beſaved, 
athrming the ſame of water-baptiſm, as they did of circumci- 
fion : and (o I paſlefrom this, leaving it to the confideration 
of all ſober minded people, whoare free totry all things,and 
to hold faſt that which is good, 1 Theſ. 5. 24. and anſwer all 
obje&ions that I can find to have any weight in them. 


Two main ©bjeftions I find objetted by thoſe that praftiſe 


watcr-baptiſm, and they ariſe one out of another. 

1. Obje&ion is, Becauſe the Ap-ſtles pratiſed water-bap- 
tiſm after Chriſts alcention, and giving down the'Spirit : 
and this praiſe of the Apoſtles they ground upon Mer.28.19. 
with ark 16.15 x6 which is their ſecond main Qbje&ion. 

To both which 1 anſwer in their ordeg,, I ſhall begin with 
the "tecond Obje&ion firſt , becauſe they ground the firſt Ob- 
jeftion upon it. ; ws 

Obje&. Mat.2$ 19 &c. I unſterſtand by this Þ$tizing 1s not 
-meant that of water, bur of the Spirit , according to Fobns

- which Baptiſm of gifts alone might beloſt, 1 Cory3. 1,2. Mat. 
£257. 22.23. But the other can never be loſt, becauſe it indues 
** the Soul with eternal life, r Fobx 5.13. This moſtexcellent 
© Goſpel Baptiſm, the Apoſtles were ordained the true Miniſters 
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ropheſie , Mat.3. 11. and Chriſts own promiſe, As 1. 4.5» 
in relation to which promiſe the Commiſſion in Mt 28. 1 9. 
and Mark 6. 15,16. was a little beforegiven by Chriſt , yer 
with this command ſhortly after annexed by him : namely, 
to tarry in the Ciry of Feruſa/em until they were indued wich 
ower from on high,upon which power given,depended their 
abilities for the work of their Miniſtery, £ph.4 $12. Even to 
make them able Miniſters of the New Teſtzment, not cf the 
Letter, but of the Spirit 3 forit is the Spirit, not water that 
can Baptize into the Name of the Father, Son and Spirir 
neither is the Baptiſm of gifts onely here meant , becaule ic 
is not the Baptiſm of gifts that properly diſcipleth or regene- 
rateth people,although my are of great ule for Goſpel work; 
but that Baptiſm ſpoken of «1 Cor-12. 13, and Ephe/,,, 5. which 
is properly the —_ Baptiſm , unto which che Baptiſme of 
oifes were and areſubſerviantz but the Apoſtles were indued 
with a higher Baptiſm then that of gitts; namely , ſuch a 
Baptiſm as could carry them forth with ſtr:ngch above mans, 
even with ſuch abundance of grace, magaanimity, courage 
and Chriſtian fortitude , that enabled chem to encounter a 
Warld of enemies and oppoſers , as hathbeeu experienced : 
and ſo every true believer both then and 10w did partake of 
this Baptiſm as well as the Apoſtles, yet i1their meaſure ac- 
cording as the Lord employed their ftrenzth 3 but the Bap= 
tiſm of gifts was given to many for the ecifying and good of 
the Saints , who themſelves were not Baptized with the chief 
Baptiſm into the body of Chriſt, as crue members thereof, 


of, 2 Cor. 3- 5,6.and 4Gs 11, 13,145 15, 16- Not asif famply by 
cheir Baptiſm of gifts; the other Baptiſm was by them et- 


* feed otherwiſe then inſtrumentally, but cather (and as the 


truth is, Mate 28. in his Name, Authority and Power given to 


them, Like 24.49 power of him according to his pro- 
miſe going with th& that ſent them forth , who himſelf 


was the proper Baptizer with the holy Spirit, as 4b» foretold, 
and as the Apoyiaul declares, 1 Cor.15+ 45. So that it ſcems 
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a very ſtrange interpretation to me, and far fetcht, forany 
man/toadd the word water to that Commiſſion, Mat. 28. not 
minding but . overlooking that Baptiſm promiſed by Chriſt, 
which 1s che main promiſe of the New S— , as Chriſts 
coming m thefleth was to them of old , andas if there were 
no more Baptiſms but water-baptifſm, whereasI find many 
Baptiſmes , as I have ſhewed at the beginning : certain it is, 
that one Baptiſmlay in the Promiſe,, and Pau having finiſhed 
that controverite that aroſeabont water-baptiſm, in x Cor.1. 
and 2, Chapters, he afterwards in a latter Epiſtle of his, Eph, 
4-5- reckons but npon onez and muſt that of water needs 
'be it? what thenſhall the Apoſtles do for a Commitkon to be 
- Miniſters of Spirit-baptiſm, if that in Mat.28, be drowned in 
water? It 1s ve:y true that che Apoſtles had very great 
-power and manyheavenly gifts given to them, not onely to 
-confhrm their Apoſtolical Miniſtery with Miracles, &c. bur 
'alfoto carry on the ſame with great ſucceſs and power, as the 
event made it manifeſt by their baptizing with the Spirit mi- 
nifterially., according totheir Commiſſion in Mat.28. 19. and 
Mark 16,15. And that they were ſuch Minifters Pal plainly 
,declares, 2 Cer.3. & And ſo haveIproved it toward the Jat- 
*rer end ;- fo rhatTverilybelieve that'in Mar. 28, and that in 
"Mark to be the gieatGoſpel Commiſſion to the Apoſtles, to 
carry on the greatiſt Baptiſm, other conmiſſion co the Apo= 
ſtles to carry.it or I know none; therefore they were Com- 
Mmanded rowait far pover for that work , Luke 24. 49. For 
this Bapriſn! is intotheName of Father, Son and Spirit, not 
"Into or with water, for that cannot doit; Yea, thoſe before 
"who were corrupt and vitious , being herewith,or herejnto 
\ÞHaptized, receive a new.nature, and are made one Spirit with 
Chriſt, which water-baptiſm can never do, 


. » Moreover, if Mat. 28. ſhould be underſtood of water-bap- + 


riſm, Pa/did notkeep cloſe to the Commiſſion of Chriſt, who 
baptized but, 2 or 3 fmilies at moſt , but was ever large in 
praching the Goſpel, Row.,15. 19. as m ſeen in his Epiſtles, 
through many Nations, .Regions and Wbples ; and although 
heufed not water-baptiſm , yet he obeyed the Command of 
Chriſt cruly and filly, baprizing into the Name of God, &c. 
And many Churches were ptanted by Paul, who gy in 
ellow-

Fellowſhip of the Goſpel , who never werebaptized with wa 
ter, as doth appear in Scripture; for Pau/knew very well that 
no outward ſhadow is of any eſteem in the Kingdom of Chriſt, 
as plainly appears in Rom.14. 17. The Kingdom of Heaven is 
not meat and drink, but righteouſneſs, peace, &c. Neither 
circumcifion nor uncircumciftion, Baptiſm of water, or the 
not baptizing are any thing, but the new creature,the Spirits 
Baptiſm is ſufficient: I will ask this queſtion to all rational 
and ſober-minded men; (viz.) Whether is moſt likely tobe 
the Baptiſm of the Goſpel , that which had a promiſe that it | 
ſhould be iven, and a Commandment to wait for it, orthat 4 
which had no promiſe made that it ſhould be given , nor no | 

Command to expect it ? , 

Further, it is to be minded, that the outward inftrument 
to effe& this Baptiſm which is onely called Chriſts, ard not p 
7obns Baptiſm 1s, the preaching of the Goſpel; therefore 
when he ſent forth the Apoſtles, he bids them goand teach, 
baptizing, to ſhew plainly ro us that this Spirit-baptiſm is 
done and effeted by teaching, and to this purpoſe ſerves ſuch 
places as theſe, 2 Cor, 3, 6. with 1 Cor.2, 4. and As 1c. 44. 
with As 11. 14. and 15. 

Furthermore the Apoſtles being commanded to teach them 
to obſerve all things whatſoever Chriſt Commanded them, 
is a Commandment to them'of duty, for their obedience and 
prafice : for the Apoſtles could not communicate to them 
'of theirown power roexecutetheir office, for that was the 
ift of God onely; as the Apoſtle told Simon Magus, for he 
puld not make them able Miniſters of che Spiritby office, as 
"they chemſelves were made by Chriſt , 2 Cor.3, 6. cocarry on 
ZAuthoritatively the New Teſtament-baptiſm , andtherewith 'S 
$4 to daptize miniſterially all Nations , by teaching them, &c. e< 
= Fogall the power they had, was derived from the Apoſtles in | 
= 4 mare mediate way, unto whom they were accountable in all 
© their miniſtrations, rhe prime authority ſtill reſiding in the 
-- Apoſtles; neither 5 omg any but the Apoſtles give the ho- 
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ly Ghoſt by laying 0 hands, this came alſo by gift from 
Chriſt, not by teachMg: they could nct teach men to be 
ſuch able Miniſters of the New Teſtament as themſelves were, 
nor command them by laying on of hands to give the holy 
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Ghoſt, nor to caſt out devils, Jeal the ſick, raiſe the dead , 
for both were the gifts of God, 2 Cor-3. 5,6. and At: 8. 20, 
Mat.10- $8. and came alſo - immediate commiſſion, and not a 
mediate, ſuch as the Apoſtles could teach and communicate to 
others, according to that in 2 Tim.3. 23- except they can ob- 
ſerve and do them with leſs power ; and fo I proceed to the 
other Objettion. 

Objet. Which is the Reaſon why the Apoſtles did bapti:e 
with water, after Spirit-baptiſm was given. 

To which I anſwer, it is very true, the Apoſtles did baptize 
after the giving down of the Spirit, but not by vertue of a- 
ny commiſſion from Chriſt expreſt in Scripture , but from 
7ohr,whoſe baptiſm theytook up for a time 3 & although nei- 
ther foþns norChriſtsDilciples conld take upor carry on water» 
bapriſm after 70*#s impriſonment, the proper commiſſioned 
perſon for the ſame being impriſoned; yet after the giving 
down of the Spirit tothe Apoſtles , it was the moſt powerful 
miniſtery that ever was upon earth carried on by mee; 
men, the which Spirit being to lead the Apoſtles into all 
eruth , and ſo to guide them mn their miniſtery, togo firſt to 
the Jewes, Adis 13. 46. Was ſufficient to counſel themin 
what way to go forth to the Jewes, how far, and how long 
to condeſcend to them in water-baptiſm, and in their 
Tewiſh rites and cuſtoms, as it appears, Ads 15. 28, &c. until 
they were either converted or reje&ed, the which being 
effe&ed, there follwed as plainly a ceffation from water- 
baptiſm in the Apoſtles Dofrines and praiſes in their not 
preaching it up,norbaptizing with water,even as there did be- 
fore in Chriſts timez viz, in itscefſation, from the time of 
Fobns impriſonment, even until the time of Chriſts aſcention; 
upon the ſame ground they uſed circumciſion alſo as occa- 
fion was offered, but commiſſion was given for neither. The 
reaſon then of their baptizing with water, is to me 
plainly laid down in Scripture , to which purpoſe conſider 
theſe things; firſt, how dearly Chaz, loved that people of 
the Jews, calling them his own in 0 tion to the Gentiles, 
Fohn1. 41; Saying, he came to his own, and his own received 
him nit, but the-Gentiles did receive him; therefore by 
thoſe words, his own, are meant the Jewes: and conlider _ 
10 
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how he lamented and wept over ? hatCity for their rejefting cf 
him, not knowing the time of their vilitation , Lvke 19.41, 
42 43 44 Anddid not the Apoſtle Par! likewiſe dearly affeft 
them? Rome. 9. 1,2,3 although they could not abide him, 
as I could abundantly make it appear, bur I ſhall paſs ic by. 

I think verily char their not affefting him, was one cauſe why 
Peter waz deugned togo to the Jews,and Pa/to the Gentiles: 
but both Y-u/ and the reſt of the Apoltles knowing well che 
mind of Chriſt, thar as Chriſt in his fleſb)y miniſtration vas 
ſent onely to the loſt ſheep of the houle of [{irae/, even (o he 
would nor in his ſpiritual miniſtration preſently reje&t them 
before he had tendred to them that means which was fo (ui- 
table tothem; and this thing the Apoſtles were very well in- 
ſtruked in, and may plainly be ſeen in Af 12. 46. « where 
Paul and Barnabas hath chefs words, ſaying, Itwas neceilary 
thatthe Word of God ſhould have firſt have been ſpoken unto 
you; but ſeeing you put it from you , and judge your (elves 
unworthy of everlaſting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles,and 
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| to juſfifie their ſo doing, they bring in 1ſaiabs prophetie, [ſ.zy 49. 
, 6, making mention of it m Ats 13.47. declaring it as a duty 
\ incumbent on themſelves , although the words were ſpoken 
p concerning Chriſt, yet the Apoltles by the Spiric-baptilm be- 
r ing made one Spirit with Chrift, 1 Co-.6. 19. look upon it as 
] their duty to carry it on as Chriſts work, for t1ey going forth 
o in the manifeſtation of an higher power then hitherto had 
'- been , both Chriſt, and they alſo having the mind of Chriſt, 
E $ 1 Cor 2. 16, went on in Chriſts work , and Chriſt with them, 
a F Mar.28. 20, to bring in the Jewes by trying them yer once 
of &. more, if happily he might overcome them by this his laſt 
15 © attempt , it being a diſpenſation to be carried forth in all 
L- i 1 | ————_s of love, that ſo Chriſt might (hew forth him- 
f- > ſelf more powerful in the time of this his ſpiritual, then in the 
1C = former fleſhly miniſtration, & ſo himſelf intimates, Fob» 14.12, 
er ſaying, He that believes on me, the works that I do ſhall he 
of do allo , and greater works then theſe thall he do, becauſe I 
'S, go to the Father; Yetwe muſt know, that all as was or can 
ed be done is by Chriſts power , onely it mult thine forth i irs 

time and ſeaſon, as he by his Eternal Wiſdom [|ndged meet : 


and ſo the Apoſtles having (as I have ſaid) the mind of 
GC 2 Chriſt, 
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Chrift,and well knowing the extent of their Chriſtian liberty 
which was given them for'the edification ofthe body ofChriſt, 
and to be carried forth in all condeſcentions of love, as Pay! 
declares, Gels. 13. ſaying, Brethren,ye have been called un- 
to liberty , onely uſe xot your liberty as an occation to the 
fleſh, buy by love ſerve oneanother; andthis leſſon Pau! 
and the reſt of the Apoſtles praiſed , and upon this pad 
of Chriſtian liberty which confiſteth in the ſervice of love, 
Pau! proceeded, 1 Cor-g. 19, 20, where he declares plainly,thar 
he made himſelf ſervanc unto all men-: . but mind well Pauls 
aim andend, which was, that he might gain the more 3 and 
hereupon it was that unto the Jewes he became as a Jew, that 
he mighe gain the __ : tot em that are under the Law, as 
under the Law , that he might gain them that are under the 
Law 3 now take but away Pauls circumcifing , as it is in 4&s 
16.3. andhis purifying , as it 1s in As 21. 24, 26» and his 
baptizing with water, aSin 1 Cor.l. 14+ Ads 18.8. And then 
lee it be ſhewed where Paul became a Jew tothe Jew; from 
whence I thus reaſon, that if Pau! could comply with the 
Jews in their elder ſhadows, as circumcition and purifying , 
it is no marvel if he complyed with themin their younger 
ſhadows ; if he did not preſently eclipſe their ſtars that ſhined 
allnight, no marvel if he tarrya little longer ere he eclips 
their morging ſtar that uſhered in that Sun of righteouſneſs, 
whom Paul well. knew-would quickly darken and pur out the 
light of all their ſtars, altheugh I confeſs, the 11ght of the 
morning ſtar may ſhine a littlelonger then the reſt , becauſe 
he is-greater and brighter then the reft , and accordingly Pau! 
roceeded with water-baptiſm , when once he found it to 
reed contentionsand divifions, as indeed there muſt be ſuch, 
that the truth at length might appear, 1 Cor.1y, 18,19, The 
words are theſe , I'hear that there be divifions among you , 
and I partly believe it ; for there muſt be ſets or hereſies a- 
m20ng you, that they which are approved may be made mari- 
feſt; Now.look what Paal ſpeaks of perſons , is true of opi- 
mions held or maintained by them, and the perſon is blamed 
For his opinion, which cauſed the rentamongtt them: And thar 
made Pau/to take that courſe with water-baptiſm, when once 
he foundittend to breed contentions and diyifions in _ 
DOCY2 
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body, \Cor.1.x'1 to 17-he vindicates himſelf ingeniouſly,% puts 
away that which was ſubje& to be ſhaken,and which was fo far 
below the glory of Goſpel miniftration, plainly declaring, that 
his baptifing among them was very ſparing, and that which he : 
had done was but by pernuſſion & condeſcention to their weak- 
neſs,not by vertue of commiſhon from Chriſtzas appears afre:- 
wards, 1Cor.1.17.with Cor. 3.2 declaring that he had dealt with 
them as with babes,in giving them milk, and there he repeat*, 
their diviſions again, verſe z, 4. even as he had done before, 
in 1 Cor. 1-12.and tells them of their carnallity, and alſo ſhew- 
ing them that- they were not able to bear higher things, which 
he calls meat, 1Cor.z.2 So that we may plainly ſee upon what 
account heand the reſt of the Apoſtles baptized with water. 

Furthermore it is to be minded, that Ferer who was a Mi- 
niſter of the circumciſion , Gel. 2. 5. and thereupon did more 
Judaize then Paul; He ſay, when he carried on water Baptiſm 
among the ewes, went on in the ſame manner as obs Baptiit 

did before him, preaching the Baptiſmof Repentance, A; 
2 38. onely with this difference,that Fobn ſpoke of the {pirits 

Baptiſm as not yet come, but was ſhortly to follow upon the 

aſcenſion of Chriſt, even as Chriſt opening Jebns prophelic 

more fully declared, As 1. 5. but Peter ſpake of the promiſe 
as it was then extant, and ſhould come upon them allo upon 
their repentance; and being Baptized, it was made good ac- 
cordingly, and the truth is, before the Few; were caſt off, Bap- 
tiſm of water which was for their ſakes inftitated, Jobs 1. 3 1- 
could not but be tendred to them for a time, becauſe the word 
of the Goſpel muſt be firſt preached to them, 449; 13 46.which 
they would not have received without water Baptiſm, becauſe 
it was as yet touſherin Chriſt co thoſe who yer believe not, and 
ſoſutable to their manner cf worſhip, which ſtood, as I have 

faid,in divers baptiſmes, and carnal ordinances, Heb 9. 10, 

Now letany man ſhew me if he can, after the rejeftion of che 

Jews any one man or woman that ever was baptized by any 

Apoſtle, or their approbation, and they ſay ſomething, 

Furthermore it 15to be obſerved, that until the Jews were 
either called in, or rejefed, the Goſpel was as it were vailed 
with ſome of their Jewiſh ſhadows, as Baptiſm of water, 
circumcilion ,. Kc. in relation to their weakneſſe, aud ſo 
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were a hindrance for atime of the Apoſtles more pure admi- - 


niſtration of the Golpel to the Gentiles, which after their re- 
je&on came forth more clear, never ſo much as preſſing Bap- 
tiſm in their Miniſtry tothe peoplegtheir dodtrine being much 
againſt outward and fleſhly things, as appears, 2 Cor 5. 16, 17, 
ſaying, that we ſhould henceforth know no man after the fleth, 
yea though we know Chriſt after the flcſh, yet now henceforth 
know we him no more ; ſaying alſ[o, that old things are pait 
away, and all things were become newzand Fau! zeckoning up 
ſeven bonds of the Churches unity, m Epbeſe 4. 4 5, 6. reck- 
ons up but one Baptiſm, and certainly Paul,would not have 
left out the other Baptiſm, had it been any bond of the Chur- 
ches unity. 

But here it may be obje&ed and ſaid, but had not the Saints 
in the old Teſtament this ſpirit Baptiſm }. is there any more 
then one? then jf they hadit, Why is it called a new gifr, 
anda promiſe of the Father,and again to be waited for, and 
expected as a new gift ? 

To whichl1 anſwer, the Saints of the old Teſtament had ir, 
I grant, becauſe the ſpirit is but one,as the body is one, Epbeſ. 
4- 4 but they had it not in the ſame degree as the Saints un- 
der the new Teſtament, they hadit according to that diſco- 
very of Gods grace as was then extant, but not according to 
that abundance of grace given under the new Teſtament, be- 
cauſe thatthis is ſaid to be hid from ages, Coloſ. 1. 26. and 
kept ſecret ſince the World began, Rom. 16. 2*, 26. and Eph. 
3.5, 6, 7, £, 9,10. forwhich cauſe the Goſpel Bapriſm is cal- 
leda new gift 3 this Bapriſm brings in with it all the glory of 
Chriſts mediation, as Chriſt himſelf declares in Fohy 1 6. 44. 
{aying, he ſhall glorifie me, for he ſhall receive of mine, and 
ſhall ſhew it unto you; hereupon the ſpirit is called a comfor- 
ter, fohn 16 7. and another comforter, John14. 16. to diſ- 
tinguiſh the comfortings of this ſpirit Baptiſm from the for- 
mer which was extant then in the time ofthe Law, whereup- 
on its called the unſearchable riches of Chriſt, Epheſ.3.8. with 
verſes. where it is plainly and fully declared toariſeand flow 
from the ſpirit. ' 

Again it may beobſerved, that Gods proceedings with his 
people hath not been from higher to lower manifeſtations and 
gifts; 
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gifts 3 but from lower to higher diſcoveries, even according as 
his eternal purpoſe is, to draw up his people ſtill nearer and 
nearerto himſelf, co which purpoſe Wued that {peech from 
Chriſt concerning the Prophets of the new Teſtament, Mar. 
-11, 11, that he that is leaſt in the Kingdom of Heaven is great= 
er then Febx; ſochat I cannot think that Chriſt would proceed 
from water Baptiſm, to water Baptiſm again, unlefle by wa- 
ter we underſtand living water, as Chriſt taught the woman of 
Samaria, John 4 10. and Tohn 7. 38. 39. and verily the Apoſtle 
Pau. being principled with the ſame ſpiric, ſpeaks the fan: 
language, in 1 Cor. 12, 13. calling it a drinking into that one 
ſpirit, which is the chiefeſt Baptiſm, 

This water Baptiſm I freely acknowledge; bur not that dead 
elementary water Baptiſm,fuch as 7ohns was, yet even that al- 
ſo was good and uſeful in its ſeaſon, the which conlideration 
drew the Apoſtles togive it an honourable and decent burial, 
becauſe it wasa rite of Gods own appointment to that people 
of the Jewes, which by reaſon of that laſt attempe of Chrift 
to bring in the Jeges to the faith of the Goſpel, was once a- 
gain in a condiſcending way adminiftred to them, not to keep 
them ſtill in it, but to draw them higher, even toa moreſpi-= 
ritual addreſſe or worſhip; for Pau! well knew that the conver- 
{1on of the _ was not by the power or efficacy of water Bap- 
tiſm, which God hadleft and was gone our of , Ibn Baptiſt 
having finiſhed his courſe , but by the ſpirits Baptiſm in the 
preaching of the Goſpel by the Apoſtles in ſpirit, and in pow- 
er, for it isthat which is ſaid to be the power of God to falva- 
tion, Rom.1 16, they being handed forth by God for that pow- 
erful work, 1 Cor. 2 4. 2 Cor. 3. 6. 

3- Objettionis, Heb 9. 12, unto which I add that in Mar! 1.1. 
2, 3, 4 &c. they being both of one nature, the one calling ir 
rhe principles or rudiments of the dodrine of Chriſt,the other 
the beginning of the Goſpel of Chriſt. 

To both which I anſwer, bur fiſt ro that in Heb 6. where 
the Apoſtle ſpeaking of divers things, mentions theſe terms, 

principles and foundations, ſome thence conclude that they 
are fundamental principles, and thereupon conclude a nce- . 
ceſſity of water Baptiſm ; it is true, that water Baptiſm was an 


external principle or rudiment in Tons time, but notat all 
as 
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as can be proved in Chriſts time after Jobs -impriſonment, for 


it wasnotadminiſtred in all the time of his Miniſtration in the 


fleſb,as I have declared before ; bus tis moſt true that the ſpi- 
rit Baptiſm ever was, is,and ſhall be to believersa fundamen- 
cal —_— and ſoin this it holds good, but not in water 
Baptiſmzfor if one external thing were perpetually fundamen- 
tal, why not another? as laying on of hands, which is there 
mentioned in Pauls catologue,and that more particularly then 
water Baptiſm, which hath occaſioned ſome ſo much to con- 
tend for Jaying on of hands, others refuſing it, and looking 
upon it (as indeed it is) an empty ceremony, without its 
former power, deal therein more wiſely then the other;like 
thoſe lewes whom Maſter Ainſworth in his comment on Exodus 
28. 30 makes mention of, who enquired not at the oracle of 
Urim and Thummim, becauſe the Foly Ghoſt was not there, 
that oracle being never reſtored to the Iewes, after the Ba- 
biloniſh captivity, until Ibn Bapti# , Chriſts the Apoſtles 
e1Mes, 

Bur one queſtion I ſhall demand ; whether Chriſt Jeſus in 
his time of Miniſtration left the people converted by. him 
without a part of their foundation to build on? for I have de- 
nied before, and do ſtill deny that water baptiſm was ever ur- 
ged or praQiſed by Chriſt himſelf, or by his or Tobns Diſciples 
after lobns impriſonment, which of neceſſity muſt have been 
practiſed then, had it been any part of the foundation, or a 
ſucceeding Goſpel principle, and to continue; and where 
do we read, that everany of thoſe which were converted by 
Chriſt in histime, wereever Baptizedafterward ? which muſt 
needs have been done, if it had been acontinuing Goſpel 
principle, 
| Theſethings conlidered, plainly declare, that the ſucceed- 
ing Goſpel worſhip muſt be onely ſpiritual, and declares a 
ſuthcient foundation to build on, without any ſhadow at all 
intervening. : 

Yea, but ſome of them obje&, yet not all (for they be not 
all ofone mind concerhing this } that the Goſpel Baptiſm of 
water, (as they call it) is not I:bxs, but Chriſts, which they 
would infer from Mar. 28; but ſuch that go that way, are not 
ſo well principled as the other that confeſle no water Bap- 
eiſm 
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rifm but Jchns, for if another water Baptiſm were gi- 
ven in commiſhon by Chriſt after Jobys, upon neceſſity 
all that were Baptized before with Jobs, muſt be baptized a- 
gain, or elſe all had nor becn Baptized with one baptiſm 
of water, but this being contradifted luficienrly among 
themſelves,I leave it as ablurd, and o paſſe to the other Ob- 
jection 1 Ma1k,1. 1» 2, 3, 4. ©c. here Jobs Paptits Miniſtry is 
ſaid to be, the beginning of the G:ſpe! of Jeſus Chrijt 3 but it can- 
not abſolutely be ſaidto be the beginning of the Golpel, for 
it was long time before preached by God to Abrabam, GC x! 2.3. 
with Gen. 12-3. allo to Noah, and ro 4Atan 3 but becauſe the 
time of the Meſhia drew near,and that the Goſpel muſt run out 
more clear and pure, and at length caſt off all irs ſhadowit!; 
vailes, it is therefore more eſpecially called here the begin= 
ning of the Goſpel, not as though this preſent {tate were the 
Goſpel in irs glory 3 for that beginning which it had by J-k;x 
Bapriſi was not quite ſtripr of ſhadows,:lthough a great change 
was made, for although 7244 brought bur one ceremony, yet 
it was ſhadowilh (till, but God would have it ſo becauſe of the 
people, to whom he, the forerunner of Chriſt, came, Chriſt 
himſelfimmediately following of him to fulfill che | aw, and 
to confirm the truth of the promites made to the Fathers, 
Neither muſt we compare that begining of the Gotpel, rocon- 
found it with its full maturity,no more then we may confound 
childhood, & manhood, iCor, 13. 11,Par! ſaid, ph.n be was a clill, 
ke [pake as achild, he unveritood 3s a Child, G0, but whert he became 
a man, he put away childiſh thinzs, and declaresin verſe 1c,when 
that which is perfeX is come, that which js in part ſhall be 


p done away; he doth not (ay it ſhall be perfefted, but aboliſh- 


ed, Now that obs diſpenſation was but as childhood, Pre- 
ceding a more eminent diſpenſation, appears plainly to me z 
becauſe although Chriſt highly advanced jb» in reſatio:1 to 
his predeceſſors, yet comparing him to his ſuccefſours in the 
pure Goſpel ſtate, he layes 7obn very low; ſaying, Hz ib: 57 
{eaft in the Kingdom © Heaven, 3 greater then be: bur if the 12: rcp 
{tate had not been a growing, and more ample ſtate thon tac 
of Zohns, Chriſt had ſpoke to no purpole 3 nay, Cir'* 1imiv lf 
who lived in the fame century and middle ftate bei. .c 52 
Law and pure Goſpel (a ſtate that did partake of bo; Lair 
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and Goſpel in ſome reſpetts) 272, he I ſay ſpeaking of the 
ſtate which was to Cucceed him, advanceth it above the time 
of his own Miniſtration alſo as wellas fobxs, Tohn 14.12. 1 Cor, 
2.9. 10. Epheſ 3 5. well knowing what abundane grace was to 
come forth in his own ſpirit baptiſm after his aſcention , more 
then ever appeared before that time , and that it was but a 
day of (mall things compared to future. 

Conlider further, chat the Goſpcl worſhip was nor fully 
compleated until the book or propheſie of that revelation d1it- 
covered to [bn was by him (ſent to the Churches ; for then, 
and not before was the whole Scripture and Goſpel worſhip 
and Miniſtry compleated and made prrfeft; then was the 
higheſt riſe and unity of faith, then the primitive Church 
came up to her higheſt ſtature, even as the Sun to his meridi- 
an, and that appears plain, becauſe to it nothing muſt be 
added nor diminiſhed, Kev.22.18 19. then were thoſe {cru- 
ples of circumcifion and Baptiſm wholly removed and caken a- 
way, there being no mention of them ar all in thoie ſeven 
Churches, neither in divers others before them ; hitherto the 
primitive Church was in her rifing and conſequently flou- 
rithing condition. 

The Apoſtles being then living who were the chief Maſter 
builders, * Cor 3. 0. andon whoſe ſhoulders the care of all 
the Churches of Chriftlay, and during their times, the (pt- 
rit of Chriſt was ſo potent in them, that they were a great 
block and lecto Anti-chriſts ring, unril the ſpirits power. 
full preſence in them was taken out of the way, 2 The. 2 7. but 
quickly after that time, there was a gradual declining into 
errors and rents of true union, even until the Goſpel Mini- 
ſry, 'yet left (ſurviving } totally Apoſtatized from Heaven to 
earth, Kev. 9 1. fo that theſe things promiſed being confider- 
ed, it appears,that although Ib»; time was a beginning of the 
Goſpel, yet it was but as che morning tar, or dawning before 
the Son of Righteouſneſle. 

Obje&. Ads 10.47 Peter baptized ſome afterward that had 
received the Holy GhoT before, 

Avſw T have acknowledged already before in anſwering 
the ſame Vbje&ion which was the ſecond, and in effe& the 
{ame, that the Apoltles did praftice water-baprtiſm for a _ 
after 
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afcer Chriſts aſcention, yet &..- 8 Chriſt as its Auchour, 
but from Joby, whoſe baptiſm chey took up, as I have alrea- 
dy declared; But further we may conlider, that ſuch Ordi- 
nances that have been known to be of Divine inſ{titucioen,are 
not ſo eafily and ſuddenly laid down as many imagine ; the 
Apoſtles knew it well, and took it into coniideration as a 
ground and reaion of that decree at Ieruſalem, Afts 15.22, the 
cauſal word (vr ) makes ic plain, the words are theſe, ! or M- 
ſes of old time hath in every City them that preach him, being read itt 
the Synagogue every Sabbarh d.iy, as if he had ſaid, it caunot be 
expected that the !ews ſhould fotuddenly lay down that [ha- 
dowitſh worthip which they had for lo long time been trained 
up in, and yer ſtill daily were ; therefore the ſ{piric 1t felfe 1s 
brought in as Moderator amongſt chem in that decree, verlc, 
28. for the reconciling of the Jews and Gentiles; no marve! 
then if the baptiſm of water be nor aliccle longer lived, it be- 
ing of a latter birth ; and yet Pau! a very hecle while atrer 
thar, well knowing the minde and intent of the ſpiric in that 
decree, ſhcws the people of God their liberties in the Goſpel, 
even in ſome things contained in that decree, for we mult 
minde well that all things even in the ſame Catologue pur in 
by the Apoſtles are not of the ſame nature, as we may fee the 
like in Pauls Catologue in Heb 6:1. 2. Thereforethe Apoitle 
declares to believers their true Chriſtian libercy in that part 
of them which properly belonged to the Jewiſh cuſtoms, and 
ſtate,although they were contained in that Decree, + C:r.10, 
25 to; from whence this ture maxim and concluiion may a- 
riſe,that no ſtrufture or building can be ſtronger then the

& {o to draw the Jews by degrees to the love of che truch,de- 
clares it co be altogether ſubſervient to that purpoſe, but not

who (o farcondiſcended as to circumciſe } 1. in Ac 6 3, 
as int that place appears, the lame Apoſtle would nor circam-

to bring them into bondage by making it neceſſary : Then 
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Pa! ſaw it was high time to bid adieu to ſuch condiſcenſions, 
when they went fo far as te make diſcenſions amongſ the 
Saints; therefore he refuſed to circumciſe Ti:us upon that ac- 
count, and ſo alſo he hath dealc with water Baptiſm as I have 
declared before, from 1 Cor, 1 12. to 18. and 1 Cox. 3. the x 
firſt verſes, and [ wake no queſtion bur the Apoſtle, both in 
their practiſe of water Baptiſm, and in their refuſal ro Bap- 
tize, they were guided by the wiſdonrof the ſpirit, as well as 
about thole Jewiſh cuſtoms,as appears, Ads 1;.

never did pratiſe it, as can be found in their do&rines or c=

have not fo clearly ſeen the fruit of their labours in the work 
of converſion, as ſome others have: but yet I demand whe- 
ther both thoſe relations natural and ſpiritual , are not by 
Scripture approbation to be acknowledged fathers? truly,as I 
am unwilling to detratt a mite from aſcribing to any what the

But ſaith he, the Apoſtles were ſometimes fain to pray for 
it for the Saints, before they could bave it, As L. 15. and ſometimes 
it was poured on them before ever the Apojiles medled with them to lay 
haids on them, As 10.

Anſw. Its well he mentions their laying on their hands on 
them , for elſe his aſſertion had been wholly faulty : for the 
Apcitles did meddle with them before in that which was the 
inſtrumental means of their converſion, and with that which 
I own to be the Goſpel-Baptiſm moſt properly, which may be 
{cen plainly in 4&s rt. aforenamed, in the 14. & 15. verſes, 
and the other quoted text, Acis to. 44.45.compared; for Peters 
words 1m the 14 verſe . areſaid to beſuch whereby not onely 
Cornelius, but alſoall his houſe ſhould be ſaved; and ſoit came 
to paſs for others alſo who were preſent, didfind his words 
true, and abundantly powerful, for as it is in the 15. verſe,

itis ſaid, Wile Peter yet ſpake, the boly G hoſt fell on all them which 
heard the Word 3 1o that itill the preaching of the Word by the

He obje&ts, The Apoſtles did it to many whoſe hearts were 
not drawn over to believe, as at Athens, AQts 19. 32,33,34- 

' Anſs. Such aſſertions as theſe reach not onely the Apoſtles, 
but even Chriſt himſelf, ſo that if it were a good plea againſt 
the Apoſtles, to prove that they baptized not m_ the Spirit 
inſtrumentally, Fecauſe all that heard them were not ſo bap- 
tizedz it were alſo astrue a plea againſt Chriſt himſelf, and 
makes him -not to be the principle efficient in the Spirits 

Baptiſm , for all that he preached to were not converted by 

him, Iſay 49. 45+ Jobn 8. and 10. Chapters, with many more 
ſuch examples in Scripturez therefore I pals this by , and 
look upon it as his miſtake. 

Objef. Diſciples as Diſciples may Baptize with water , becauſe 
even before John was head . John 3. 22, 24. ſome of Chrifis 
Diſciptes were not as yet called, Mat, 4 18, 19420 21,22, Much leſs 
igpere they ſeat out to preach 3 naythoſe that did baptize with Chriſt in 
theland of Fudea, John 3.22. It is menifeit that as yet they had 
mot been ſent out 3 therefore Diſciples as Diſciples may baptize. 

Anſw. The ObjeCtion hath 1m it a ſufficient ground of an- 
wer to it ſelf, for it is not ſaid that either Chriſts Diſciples 
baptized apart from him , nor John Diſciples apart from 

obu; but the Diſciples did .it in their prefence, by vertue of 

brifts and Jobs Authority,not their own, bur like thoſe that 
brought handkerchiefs , &c. from Pau! which cured diſea- 
ſes,&c. for they were but Chriſts and Fobrs Diſciples & Schol- 
lers; yea, and their hands alſo to ſerve and affift them inz 
'that'work, as thoſe were which Peter gave commandment un- 
to, for the fame purpoſe, Adis 10, 48. and the Baptiſm is net 


reckoned the Diſciples, but Chriſts and Fobxs Baptiſm , Jeb - 


3. 22, 23e With Jobn4- 1 2. For Chriſt and 7:64 baptized 
authoriatively , but the Diſciples in obedience to their Com- 
mands did it onely as afſiſtanes, for he that doth ic by his own 
authority given to him, hath likewiſe power and authority 
to judge of the ficnels of ſuch perſons whom he baprizerh , 
we may ſee it ſo done by Joby, _ 3» 7, 8, 9, with Lyke kh 
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ſo alſe did Philip by the Vs... 488.37. and likewiſe Petey 
did ſo by Corre/jus and his companions, Ads 10. 47, 4 

Obje&. But it ſeems then that ſome baptized by their own autbori« 
ty, as well as Chriff-and John, becauſe Philip in As 8. 38. 4s ſaid 

to baptize, and likewiſe Ananias, Ads 9. 18. ; 
Hnſw. Theſe inſtances make nothing againſt that which.I 
have ſaid, for theſe were not onely authorized by the Lord 
Jeſus himſelf, even immediately as Fobn Baptii? was, but had 
likewiſeſufficient power given tothem for that work,and they 
were alſo ſuch as could work Miracles,and never was it found, 
neither doth it any where appear that a Diſciple did at any 
'time baptize by his own commiſſion , but was-either imme- 
diately called and conſequently fitted with power to do it, 
asI have ſaid before, or could alſo work Miracles as both Ph:- 
lip and. Annaias did, Atis 8. 6. and AGis 9.17. orelſe they were 
ever ſubſervient mijniſtering to- others that were in- 
dued with the aforeſaid power; It is very well known that 
the Apoſtles who baptized-after Chriſts aſcention had the like, 
if not more eminent power then 7obx, but the-reaſons why 
they revived and praiſed Fobxs Baptiſm again, after it had 
been fo long timedormant (or laid by) even all the time of 
Chriſts miniſtration in the fleſh till-after his aſcention, I have 
declared before, with rhe grounds of their ſo far condeſcend- 
ing in ſuch things; and verily it was very needfnl (as che 
Jewes very well knew, 7obn 1. 25.) that they ſhould have ve- 
ry eminent gifts and power (if not morethen fobxs ) accord- 
ing as it was foretold, that he that is the leaſt prophet in the 
Kingdom of Heaven, is greater then Johx , becaule elſe they 
could not ſo well have known the extent of ſuch condeſcen- 
tions, as they praiſed; v:z.toknow whom and when, and 
how long to baptize, and when torefuſe, ceaſe and give over 
baptizing with water, forever; ſuch wiſdom and power 
Chriſt himſelf praiſed, who for a time baptized by or with 
the hands of his Diſciples, till Fobn had finiſhed his courſe , 
but then he ceaſed baptizing both with his own and fchns 
Diſciples, alſo all the time of his own miniſtration , even as 
:fhe meant to leave a foregoing preſident or lively embleme 
and rafteof a pure Goſpel and ſpiritual adminiftration,which 
was ”__ ſhortly to follow his own; therefore it muſt needs 
follow, that whatſceyer ſhadows were for a time taken up by 
the 
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'he Apoftlesin condeſcention bs y weak, they could not be 
very long lived, forelſe ic muſt neceflarily follow that Chriſts

revelation, and inſticured it as an — Golpel Ordinance, 
[:make no queſtion, but that there ſhould have more Churches 
heard of it then the Charch of Corinth, and yet 'tis bur in 
his firſt Epiſtle neicher, as alſo intheir minority and carnal- 
lity; bucſure if it had been ancrder to belſetledin all the 
Churches, he would'afſloon havemade mentiou of his ordai- 
ning the Supper in all the Churches, -as of that order, for 
the man and wife to dwell together and abide in that-ftate 
and calling that God hath called them in, and fo he ordained 
in allChurches, as hedid in other cafes, 4s 14. 23. 1 Cor.

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death, which was now near at hand , bnt being it was yet tq- 
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but when children come toa full age, then they are able to 
uſe ſtrong meat, andto underſtand the Myſteries of the Gol> 
pl, which Myſteries are never truly underſtood until the 
Ribdance, glory and life of the things themſelves are not on» 
ly (as by ſhadowes) preſented tous, but by the Teachings of 
Chriſt revealed inus; therefore to abide and dwell in the uſe 
of outward ſhadows, to put us in mind of Chrifts death, is 
with Mary to ſtand Weeping at the ſepulchre , when Chriſt is 
riſen and gone, and deſerves juſtly that reproof which ſhee 
met with in ſo doing , Luke 24.5. Why ſeek ye the living a- 
mong the dead? herefore inaſmuch as ſome in the Golpel 
Churches were weak, living onely on outſide things, even as 
the Jewes did,who were but in a very weak and childiſh ſtate, 
Gal. 4, 1,2. 3- andſowereeven as young children, fit onely 
for milk, which weak condition Chriſt perceiving , and how 
hardly they took his departure , he gave them the Supper of 
bread and wine tocomfort them, and to ſtay their hearts till 
ſtronger enjoyments came, and Chriſt who knew well their 
wants and weakneſſes, told his Diſciples, ſaying, that he had 
a great deſire to eat one paſſeover more with.them before his 
death, Luke 22. 15. Which was now ſo near at hand, as ap- 
pears in the ſubſequent verſes; for it was very ſad,unexpe&ted 
and unwelcom news to hispoor weak Diſciples , inſomuch as 
they knew not what to ſay , much leſs what to doart preſent, 
whereupon Chriſt well knowing that his death was fo abun= 
dantly advantagious to them, to comfort them in this their 
reat anxiety, he takes occaſion to inſtruft them in the know- 
ſedge and vertueof it: that as his departure from them was 
caule of great grief and ſorrow, ſothe remembrance of his 
death held forth in the ſupper, and the great benefit that 
ſhould come to them thereby, might a little ſtay and comfort 
their hearts until he ſhould further appear to them with more 
inward, ſpiritual and cordial comforts: thus leading them 
by degrees from lower to higher comforts , from Mſes paſſe» 
over to his own Supper , as he had done before, from 1;/es 
Baptiſms to. Fobxs, and from Fobys to the Spiric Baptiſm, as 
being the more eminent [Uſhers then Moſes paſſeover and Bap- * 
tiſms, to that grace that was to come at that his appearance, 
the. dawning of which he TIO would make choſe m— 
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all other ſhadows quickly flee away, Cant. 2. 17. & 4.6, 
Which came to paſs accordingly in the primitive Churches , 
as may plainly appear to all Saints that have well experimen- 
ted the rruth,, in the 2Cor.5., 17. and Rom, 14. 179. They 
being indeed., and ſeeing themſelves to bea new Creation , 
all old ſhadowiſh things would and did puny als away, and 
all things become new, that is heavenly and ſpiritual : and 
then we ſhould better know and praftice that leflon in verſe 
the 16. of that 2 Cor.

9.10, but Antichriſt, whoſe riſe was then, in wor- 
king even in thoſeprimitive times, hath raked out of their ſe- 
pulcres, and kept nnburied dhe Corpſes of thoſe ſhadows, to 
the great prejudice and diſturbance of Saints among them- 
ſelves , by their too much compliance with Antichriſt , even 
until this day; for getting and not well minding that time 
ſer down by the Apoſtle Pau! in that word , Fenceforth, how 
he from that time excludes them all, a Cor. 5.16, henceforth 
know we no man after thefleſh, 
 Objca. But ſome there are who declare, That if the ſut- 
ftance be cone,, and ſhacowes muſt thereupon vaniſh * then ſay ſome , 
Why muft not alſo the Marriage Covenant between man and wife va- 
niſh, becauſe the Apofile makes it a Myſtery alſo? Mogiſtracy , \be« 
cauſe it is an Image of the power and Sedemnnie committed to Chyiſt 1 
And ſo likewiſe of eating and drinking, ſay they, becauſe Chrift ſaith, 
in John 4: 31, 32,33, 34+ My meat is to do the will of bim that 
ſent me, and ſo John 6.

12+ fome of them even denying 
the Reſurretion 3. ſo that Tis plain that the Corinthians were nor 
all of one mind and ſpirit 3 1 hope he will not affirm a rruc vifi. 
ble Church to be atrac Church'in Spirit, when as experience hath 
proved the contrary;. and whereas he in page 146. would draw 
the like danger upon preaching (the Goſpel, the better to uphold 
thoſe kindes of ſhadowes) he pleads without any ground ; for 
although Chriſt is in himſ(ch4 the fubftance of all ſuch kinde of 
ſhadowes, yet*tis perfe&ionof the whole body of Chrift, that is 
the ſubſtance and end of preaching, asI have declared before; 
therefore that is. not in the ſame predicament, but is longer li» 
ved. 
ObjcA, But the ſame party being willing to make ſome ſha« 
dowes Ionger lived then they are, in peg-148, he ſaich, That the 
Scripture never calls any Ordinance a ſhadow, carnal or fleſh , till they 
be ended and aboliſhed, and that God hath left them a carcaſe without 
a Spirit, | 
Anſw. But I hope 1 ſhall plainly prove, that as they were ſh1. 
dowes, ſothey were called even before they were aboliſhed, as in 
Cant.2. 17- For Solomon doth nor ſay in the times of the Goſps), 
when they were aboliſhed, cheirthey ſhall be called ſhadows only, 
and thereupon flee away. when they are ſo called z. but he calls 
them ſhadows, as they were even then, and ſo doth the Apoſtle, 
in Heb.g, 9g. call them figures forthe time then preſent, and car- 
nal Ordinances even then impoſed upon them , wnti/the time of 
Reformation, fo that he calls them figures and carnal Ocdin = ces 
eforc 
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before their aboliſhing , which came not topaſs even until the 
time of Reformation» verſe 10, and ſoagain in Heb, 11.1, The 

le declares the Law to be a ſhadow , &c. of good things 
that were not yet come, he dorh not ſay, they were not ſhadows 
cill the good things fignificd by them were come , and firſt abo» 
liſhed them , but he gives them their true denomination , even 
whilſt they were ſhadowing forth the good things to come; truly 
he that ſorcaſons might as well have ſaid, that the Goſpel and 
Spirit baptiſm was not among con er » becauſe thoſe words 
Baptiſm and Goſpel were not named inthe Old Teſtament, even 
until the Apoſtles times, but the things themſelves they had truly 
thenz and we can now ſay, that they were ſuch then , although 
thoſe names came fince, which alters not a whit their natures, no 
more doth ir alter one jor the nature of thoſe ſhadowes, for they 
were as truly ſhadowes then even inthe time of cheir uſe, 

I hope he will not deny the Jawes to be Chriſtians, although 
that name was nct heard of till after Chrifts time , which began 
in that Church of Antiochz I can freely acknowledge that Fobns 
Baptiſm and the Supper were more eminent than all thoſe former 
ſhadowes, as pointing at Chrift, or ſomething concerning 
him ncar at hand, as the warcr-bapriſm at bis Spirit Baptiſm, 
and the Supper at his death until he came in Spirit honourably to 
finjſh both, for both were of the ſame nature with the former that 


. were meer (hadowing things, although more excellent , as Fobn 


bimſclf was greater then all the former Prophetsz and was not 
Chrifts coming in Spirit more excellent then all thoſe ſhadows 
which put a period tothcir employment > Howbeit gradually to 
the latter two, for we know it was long before circumciſion, 
and other Jcwiſh rites could be quite laid down,, having flood ſo 
long bcforc, but it wasa taſte ot the gradaal vaniſhing of the o- 
ther two , which muſt be paticntly born with , excepr we ſhould 
deny them a decent and honourable burial; And that it may the 
better appear that theſe two latter ſhadowes were one in nature 
with the former, mind well , whether all the ſhadowes of the 
Law were not. Goſpel ſhadower 3, did they ſhadow any other 
than Chriſt, or ſomething of Chriſt ? and did thoſe two ſhi- 
dowes inthe Apofiles times ſhadow anyſjother thing, it they were 
more then ſhadow ? Let it be ſhown, if any lay they were Goſe 
pel Ordinances, ſo. were the _ Heb. 9. 1, &c, and where 


2 had 


Moſes time? Whereas the Scripture makes#no ſuch difference, bur 
that thoſe of the Law were carlier then the other two which were 
uſcd in the Apoſtles times, and ſo conſequently were firſt to be 
aboliſhed, not, but that the other muſt follow in their time, leaſt 
ſome might amiſs' conceit them to be more than ſhadowes , and 
call them ſubſtances, or think that becauſe propheſy {hall abide 
till perfection come, water baptiſm and the Supper muſt alſo; -but 
Paul never mentions theſe in that Catalogue , 1 Cor, 13. but only 
knowledge, tongues and propheſies, as being the longeſt ſervices 
able of all: vaniſhing things, and the lat ſurviving mediums at 
the coming of perfection ; ſo that | conclude, that the other ſha« 
dowes.and theſe things were means that had divers periods to 
end in thcir divers ſcaſons z we all know that the Suns perfe& 
ſhining puts an cnd not onely to all che leſſer Stars,but even tothe 
morning Star, as Johns Baptiſm , and to the evening Star the 
Supper alſo, which was fully done when the Goſpel came forth 
in-its bright -ſhinjogs of glory in- the coming of the Comforeer , 
which was the beft appearance of Chrift on this fide perfeAion, 
who ſhined with ſuch clearneſs as was ſufficient to put out all the 
foregoing ſhadowes, as the coming of perfe&ion doth determi« 
Pate knowledge, tongues, propheſy, &c- T he laſt uſeful ſurvivers 
Which ſball be then cftcRed , when the Son hath refined up the 
Kingdom to the Father, &God (hall be all in all,even without any 
means atall, 1 Cor. 15, 27,28. But notwithſtanding Chriſts co- 
ming in Spirit is more glorious than all his former appearances to 
Iſrael of old,yet *cis well known that even the former appearance 
brought forth many renowned Saints, as that Catalogue of 
Saints in Heb, 11. plainly declatcs, yet as I hinted before, this lat- 
ter excels the former onely in degree , but ic is ſuch a degrce 
that brings along with itzo-the Saints all the Glory of *Chriſts 
mediation , Job 16. 13, 14, 155 Tiits was prc hefted of before 
by Daniel-in the 9g. 24 and was the defire of. all Nations, God 
roviding a better thing for the latterSaints,that the former wich= 
oat the latter ſhould not be made perfect, Heb. 11. 40. which 
' wasby Chrilts one offering madegood, Heb.10. 14. and fo Da- 
nicls propheficaforeſaid, was thereby accomplithed ; I ſhall on<- 
ly adde a word-or twoto that which 1 have faid, and ſo con- 
clade. The Word of God in Toby 1. 14+ is there ſaid robe made 


flch and dwcle amongſt us: this was the purcſt vail, even the 
ny chicteft 
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Heb. 10» 14- ſo that now to draw Curtains and vails over the 
Word again , when as Chriſt is come and hath pur off all fl:ſh, 
is to go back to bondage, and to cloud the truth , that it ſhould 
not clearly ſhine forth. The Law tis truc, which was the Word 
of God to his pcople then , was cloathcd with ficſbly ſhadowes 
till Chriſt in his own proper fleſh came, and then by degrees all 
ſhadowith fleſh was terminated, the complement of all ſhadowiſh 
fleſh being come, the Iuft-piece of ficſhh was the ſupper rel:te- 


ing to his death, which was to come yet to paſs when it was firſt 


infticuted , but afterward in a ſcafonable time the Apofile Pan! 
took that and all the reſt off in one ſemrence, and laycs ic on us 
as our duty enjoined, 2 Cor. 5. 16. even to know Chriſt no more 
aſter the fleſh , inaſmuctras all was finiſhed in that period of his 


own ficſhly vail : - the vail of the Temple was rent in twain,from - 


the rop the bottom , Mat. 27. 51. atthedeath of Chrifft, Oh ! 
then let us not go about to ſow that rent, to piece that vail, 
Ict us not go back to fic{hly ſhadows again, leſt we fall under that 
reproof of the Apoſtle, Gal. 3. 3- to begin in the Spirir, and go 
back to be made perfeQt by the ficſh, from which place of Scrip- 
ture *cs plainly declared, that although that beginning of the 
Geſpel in Mark 1-1. made mention of, was in Jobns time (ſha= 
dowiſh and low , yet in the pureſt Goſpel times ,, when Goſpel 
worſhip came to its height, the beginning of the Goſpel to b-lic- 
vers is then ſaid to be in Spirit, Gate 3+ 3- and not in ſhadowes as 
before in Moſes time , when ſuch as were circumciſed were after- 


' wards inſtruted to know the Lord with whomthey were in Cc= 


venant, but now according to the new Covemant,all that arc in ic 
know him, from the leaſt to the greateſt, Heb. 8. 11. Conſider 
alſo, that the Apoſtle Pax! did not take off all O-dinances that 
were abuſed in the primitive times , for thoſe Ordinances that 
were to abide ſtill , he onely correted their abuſe and fer them 
inflirther order, as may be clearly ſeen in 1 Cor. 14. Chapt. abou 
tongues and prophehſte , neither did he alter the Government of 
the Church , becauſe falſe Apoſtles crept in, 2 Cor. 11. 13, Rev. 
2.2. and falſe teachers, 1 7-»bhn4. 1. and corrupt: Governours, 
as Deotrephes 3 Epiſtle of Fob.g.10. but he onely corre&:d the abu= 
ſexy but tor circumcifton & water baptiſm that were but for a time 
onely, cyca upon their _— timely took them quite aways, 
'Þ an 
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chi: F:| of. all other vails, for all vails are but the flcſh of Chriſt, 
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and verily I am of Pauls mind, & alſo worthy Theodore Beza, was 
concerning popiſh ceremonies, I, ſaith he, like their judgements 
bc that did not ftand to correft ſuch ceremonics, but rather at 
once did abvliſh them: ſo to end this diſcourſe] cannot eaſily be- 
Jieve that ſuch men who endeavour to bring (ſhadows into theGoſ- 
pel miniſtration , do yer know and underftand what a pure Goſ- 
pd miniftration is, which yet is plainly affirmed by Pau!, 2 Cor. 
3* to be a miniſtration of the Spicitz and I know no other Mini- 
titration belongs tothe Goſpel, but the Word and Spirit onely tor 
the Saints co walk ir. 

Yer there are ſome few Objcions which come to mind, and 
alchough they come out of ducplace, Ithought good nor to omit 
chem. 

Obj:&. Ads 2. 38. The-words are theſe , Then Peter ſaid 
unto them , repent and be baptized every one of you, for Remiſſion of 
ſins, and ye ſhall receive the gift of the Holy Gbot. 

Anſw. Although ſufhcient anſwer be given before, yer obſerve 
- that Petey did not do this as a Command of Chriſt given to him 
or any other Apoſtles in Commiſſion,as it was to Fobn, Fobn 1.33. 
yet Peter in the praftice of it,doing the ſame thing,takes the ſame 


courſe as Zoby did, Mat.3. 11. to animatethem on by promiſing 
them the Holy Ghoſt, which did by promiſe belong to them and 
their {ced, verſe 39. But-which of them in theſe dayes can promilſe 
any believer upon baptizing with water to receive the holy Ghoſt, 
whereas ſome of them have denicd to'my face, thatthere is no 
Spirit baptiſm now on foot , bur: the baptiſm of water onely? 
Deging alſo that there is any other Spirit-baptiſm, but that of 
bi 


gittz only; And further ſay alſo, that the baptiſm ſpoken of in 
1 Cor, 12, 13. is. mcant of water baptiſm, whereas the words arc 
thele: By one Spirit we are all baptized into one body , whether 
Jewes or Gentiles, whether bond or free, and bave been made to drink, 
mnto one Spirit ; which Daniel King in writing againſt Mr. Sal:- 
marſh , underſtands more truly then ſo, and confeffes that in the 
1 Cor. 12, 13. to be the baptiſm of che Spirit, in page 208, and 
queſtions that of gifts alone, ſo that we ſee they differ amongſt 
chemſclves as othersz yet in that heOwns the right ſence, and 1 
alſo; for "tis not water but Spirit baptiſm that can make us one 
with Chrift the head, and with the Church his body, it is not 
the being of one judgement, opinion or form that makes m_ a 

ſuitat 1:

ſuitable body of Chriſt ; for no more can truly be ſaid tob2 


of that Church or body of Chriſt, but ſuch as are baptized 
with that one Spirit of Chriſt, the which ſpiricual Baptiſme 
the Apoſtles were commiſhoned to be powerful Miniſters of, 
Mat. 28. 19. with Luke 24. 49. and AGs 1. 5.8. with 2 Coy. 3. 
6. but more particularly in anſwer to that in 44%; 2 [] deſire 
it may be obſegved towards the latter end of Peters powerful 
Sermon, verſe 36. whicly was tothe Iſraclites, even to con- 
vince them of their fin in crucifying Chriſt , which yet they 
did ignorantly, as Peter compaſlionately told them, At: 3.7. 
and alſo Pau! hints the ſame in 1 Cor. 2. 8. And ervly that 
Sermon of Peters wrought ſo powerful upon them , which 
made them cry qQut, Mex and Brethren what ſha!l we do? &c. 
Atis 2 37. then Peter in verſe 38. puts them upon repentance 
and baptiſm, becauſe the very end of That Ordinance of 
water-baptiſm was, that Chriſt might be made manifeſt to 
Iſrael, Fobn 1. 31. Therefore he came baptizing with water; 
and ſo becauſe of its ſuitableneſs to that firſt order John wal- 
ked in, to that. people which was to hand them to Chriſt , 
who was yet to come after, asin the like caſe plainly ap- 
pears, A& 21 26. in relation to their preſent 1mpenitent 
ftate, although to true believers Chriſt was come already , 
and had finiſhed his courſe in that diſpenſation; ſo that as I 
have before declared, until the Jewes were either called. in or 
rejected, it could not well be denied , neither to the [ewes, 
when as older ſhadowes were yetuſed, nor {for their ſakes ) 
to the Gentiles , until the partition-wall'was fully broken 
down , and both Jew and Gentile united and made one new 
man in Chriſt, Eph. 2. 15. for it was for the Jewes ſake that he 
circumciſed Timothy, As 16.1, 2,3- And "tis well known that 
the Jewes would not hold Communion with any (as yet) 
that were not circumciſed , for which caule they excepred e- 
ven againſt Peter himſelf, A&s 11. 3- which occalioned hinrro 
make his defence, from v. 5.to 19. which they accepted of up- 
on the ſame account, the Apoſtles being to go fiilt co the 
ove Afis 13, 45.47. did for a time baptize with fb; water- 
aptiſm {which was ever ſo called, 4G 19.: ) even to uſher in 
Chriſt tothe Jewes ; for that people had generally received a 
good opinion of Joby and of his Miniſtery, Matth 21. 26, and

ro that peoples weaknels, todo them good by leading them 
to higher things, even from Job to Chriſty & from water bay. 
eiſm to Spirit baptiſm;bur after the Jews reje&iongtheir water 
baptiſun ended 1s Office , as experience plainly thews by the 
Scriptures ſilence concerning. it in the latter Churches , and 
in Pauls *timely diſowning it, in 1 Cor. the firſt gad third Chap, 
upon the difſentions that aroſe about it, and it cannot. be pro- 
ved that it was uſed any more. 

Obje&. Fut Peter eommanded water baptiſm, AQs 10. 47,48, 

Anſw. Peter commanded it not by vertue of any commiſ- 
fion from Chriſt , for by his words it appears as it it were a 
thing in controverlie , verſe 46- Then anſwered Pater, . but 
certainly he did not anſwer to nothing , ſomething was ſpo- 
ken abouriit, as his anſwer implyes, ſaying, Can any man 
forbid water ? &c. verſe 47. or it may probably be, that thoſe 
perſons that were to be baptized defired it toeitheror both 
theſe ſenſes; the anſwer of Peter agrees very well ; for the 
Scripture declares not, as I can obſerve , that ever any were 
baprized with water until they deſired it : and fo as well as 
others the-Phariſees and Sadduces are faid to come to Fobys 
Baptiſm , Met. 3 7. but they were not all baptized of him, 
Luke-7 30. buttheſe perſons defiring it, Peter thereupon com- 
manded aſſiſtance in that work, becauſe the Apoſtles power- 
ful Miniſtery in thoſe dayes converted many at once, which 
well conld not without affiſtance be quickly baptized, doing 
herein as Chriſt and Fob» with their Diſciples; but the judg- 
ing of the fitneſs of thoſe perſons that were to be baptized, 
was performed by thoſe that were in chief power and autho- 
rity, as Chriſt and Fobn had done before, which thing thoſe 
commanded afſiftance could not perform, as by any Scrip- 
rure can be made appear;- alſo *tis very clear to me, that 
Pefer did not baptize with water, asthe proper int?nt of the 
commiſſion in Mat. 28. for that wasto be carried forth in the 
Name of Father , Son and Spirit: but the Apoſtles 
bapcizing afterwards with water, in the Name ofthe Lord Je- 
ſus only (which was Fobxs form , Atis «9. 4,5+) have letc a 
plain pr: i1dent againſt the deriving of water Ys from 


Ma't, 24 which was to be carried forth in another manner, 
even 
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entiadorch Depeiteg in the Name, Power, and Authority 
of the Facher , s and Spirit, a forme which was never 
uſed in water Hepriline, either by Fobn or the Apoſtles, but

Is comming forth in the Name of the Father, Son; and

Secondly, - either men muſt ſay rhat the Apoſtles were not 
Paptized when - Chriſt ſent them forth to Preach, Mar. 1c. If 
fo,:t will follow-withour diſpute, that men may Preach before 
Baptiſme ; bur if it be ſaid they were firſt Baptiſed, yet even 
then they were commanded to tarry at Jeruſalem untill they 
received Power from on highto do their work 3 fo that Bap- 
riſm of water gives not power to preach, but power from on 
high, A&s, Is 8. x 

Thirdly, Chriſt was not baptized till he was about thirty 
years ofage, Luke 3. 21, 22, 23. tis very true that he entred 
not ſolemnly upon his office, till after bis Paptiſme ; but dares 
any ſay that henever preached before, when as he is ſaid at 
ewelve yearsof Age to fit inthe Temple , in the midſt of the 
Do&ors, both hearing them,and asking them queſtions ? and 
was not that Preathing, whereasall that heard him were afto» 
niſhed at his underſtanding, and Anſwers? Luke, 2. 42,46- 47+ 
and did he fit idle and never preached all thoſe eighteen years 
following thoſe former'twelve years ſpoken of ? had Preach- 
ingmo ſhare about his Fathers buſineſs ? verl. 4g. | 
_. Fourthly, That Saints have Preached before Water-Bap» 
ciſme, {ee 47s 10. 45, 46. they ſpake with tongues and magni» 
fied God firſt, and were Baptized afterward, verl. 47, 48. and 
that their Magnifying God was Preaching,ſfee 4s 11.15, 16,17. 
wherethe holy ſpirit is {aid to fall on them, as on the Apoſtles 
at the beginning, calling it the like gift as God gave tothem, 
Ati.z 11 where it plainly appeags what that gifc is which ena» 
bled them to declare rhe wonderfal works of God. 

I hall onelydefire all moderate and ſober Chriftians to 
mind rather.and-be more converſant in and about the ſub- 


/ ſtance. and Spirituallity of things, then fhaddows and outtides, 


endeavoring not to-drown the Spirits Bapciſme in ſhadowes, 
bur to look unto that ftone that hath ſeven eyes on it 
Tech.
